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THE LANGUAGE OF THE FUTURE. 


The Ceaseless Working of the Inevitable 


Decrees What It Must Be. 


TVe believe most heartily in the unity of 


languago being a mighty elemtnt in a na- 
tion's progress and po-wer, and that anything 
•which can be done fairly and reasonably to 
secure such unity is not only permissible but 
dutiful and right. Nothing can be more evi- 
dent than that English is to be the lingua 
communis of this continent, and all strug- 
gling against this inevitable will be of qtute 
a Partingtonian character. The Celt clings 
to his Gaelic, but it must go, and none knows 
and feels this more clearly than tho Celt him- 
self. The deai old Scottish Doric is doomed, 
though the canny Lowland Scot may be able 
to prove to a demonstration that it is the 
most copious and expressive language which 
has come down from Babel, even Greek 
itself, perhaps, not excepted. The German, 
the Swede, the Italian or the Dane, if at all 
sensible, never dreams of the dominancy of 
bis dear old mother tongue in this New 
World of ours. He knows tho scholarly will 
always use what in his heart will ever be 
precious, but he is as certain as that he lives 
that his grandchildren will talk in another 
tongue, and that his great-grandchildren 
may never know what to him was best. 


It is a pity, but it can't be helped, and per- 


haps it would be a greater pity if it could. 
In the same way our French friends must 
face the inevitable. They may fancy in one 
of their dreamy snoods that their beautiful 
language is to be that in which men will bar- 
gain and make love from the North Pole to 
the isthmus of Panama. But their better 
judgment must tell them differently. Th« 
Gaelic, without proscription and without 
any hostile effort, every year recedes, even 
in Scotland. It cannot stand against tho 
business bustle and railway rush of the day. 
Condemned to its exclusive use men are left 
far behind in the race of life, and they won't 
consent to be so left 
So 5c it here._ Some 


foolish, unreasonable people are afraid that 
in Canada French will supplant English, and 
that the French-Canadians -srill become the 
don- inant race. The fear is foolish, and that 
coming time is in dreamland. 


And is the French language really not 


making that dreaded progrsss which some 
affect to deplore! TVe are convinced it is 
not. The active and enterprising of Lower 
Canada are all learning English. They can- 
not help themselves unless willing to be lag- 
gards in the race and nowhere in the upward 
struggle. Is it too much to say that for 
every child oC English parentage that can 
speak French there are twenty French who 
can speak English? 


The business of Canada is every year in- 


creasingly done in tho common tongue. Is 
there in one speech in siz heard in French in 
the house of commons at Ottawa compared 
with what was common thirty years ago! 
We shall not speak with certainty, for we 
don't absolutely know, but we venture to 
affirm that among the French members nt 
Ottawa there are not sis who do not under- 
stand English, though a quarter of a century 
since there were three times that number, 
and more, in utter ignorance of even the 
rudiments of the English tongue. What 
forca lirs been used to bring round this 
change? No force at all except the ceaseless, 
noiseless working of the inevitable. 
Not 


only so, but we may safely add, and witaout 
the slightest offense to any one, that those 
who are bound that neither themselves nor 
their children shall know English arc by 
such a resolution determining that they and 
their sons shall bo hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water amid the mighty ferment and 
varied opportunities that are in full opera- 
tion on every side.—Toronto Globe.

P'raps he throw 
boomerang or spear, you turn him off quick 
this shield, so (making a slight turn of his 
wrist).

(going across the street and back again in two 
leaps), hit black fellow hero with taurang (in- 
dicating the junction of tho neck and jaw), 
mebbe cut him head half off"—which, indeed, 
seemed probable with the terrific swing 
which he gave to the keen edged, hard wood 
weapon. So fought tho Australian blacks 
when they had not known the whito man- 
but rum is more potent than boomerangs, and 
tho "pub" is now more familiar with their 
figures than the war path.—Springfield Re- 
publican. 


Ex Post Facto Permission. 


The contract made by Forepaugh, the cir- 


cus man, under which fifty Sioux Indian 
chief are to be exhibited this summer, re- 
minds me of an amusing experience my son 
had with the Indian bureau in connection 
with an exhibition of savages. Believing that 
there was money in the enterprise, he applied 
for permission to tako a band of fifty Ute 
Indians for a show tour through Germany, 
Austria, Russia, Italy and France. He sup- 
posed that the permission had been granted, 
and the Indians sailed. There was, however, 
some complication about the bond to be given 
for the return of the red men, and other con- 
ditions were not satisfactory to the depart- 
ment. 
Representing any son, 1 engaged the friendly 


oincesof Congressman John J. O'Neill. There 
was a \ oluminous correspondence, extending 
over a period of eighteen months, at tho end 
of which time the Indian commissioner in- 
formed ilr. O'Neill that for several reasons 
the department would be compelled to refuse 
tho Indians permission to leave their reserva- 
tion or the country. "That may bo very 
well," said O'Neill, "but what are you going 
to do in view of the fact that tho Indians are 
now abroad, and have been for nearly two 
years?" This was a puzzler to Commissioner 
Atkins, who, after reflecting for a few mo- 
ments, said: "Well, under tho circumstances 
I suppose 1 had best reconsider my decision 
and grant the request." This was done, and 
the records of the department kept square. —

One of Them Owns 60,000 Sheep, TVhile 


Another Is 'Worth a Million. 


Women have lots of enterprise, grit and 


get np about them, if they aro only given 
half a chanco to do as they would like to do. 


I know it will be astonishing to some, but 


it is nevertheless true that Colorado alone 
has over 1,000 female stock growers who own 
their herds and fee and manage their own 
business to suit themselves. These ladies are 
wide awake and lively, and know a good 
business bargain when they run up against 
one, just as well as a horrid man. does. 


We have in Texas two ladies n-ho are, per- 


haps, the largest individual sheep and stock 
owners on the continent. Down in XJvalde 
county lives tho Widow Callahan, who owns 
something like 50,000 sheep in her own right. 
These are divided into bands of about 2,000 
each, with a "pastora" for every flock and a 
"bossero" over the whole business. 
Their 


grade is fine, a cross between tho straight 
Mexican and the Vermont merino, and all 
branded with the lady's own particular trade 
mark. She employs something like forty 
hands (mostly Mexicans), and her annual clip 
of wool is really startling. When the long 
trains of wagons start out each spring and 
fall for market, loaded down the widow's 
wool, it Is indeed a sight worth seeing. There 
was a genuine cattle queen living southeast 
of here, in Neuces county, not long since, 
who has since become famous as Mrs. Rogers, 
the great herd owner of southwestern Texas. 
This lady is probably worth a round million 
of dollars, and her history has been a re- 
markable one. 
Althoughablosobuyandse.il some of our 


eastern millionaires and nabobs who ride in 
fine carriages behind spanking teams, yet this 


1y will not own a carriage of her own, pro- 


lurring torido the free-and-easy style of a 
cowboy on horseback. It is hard to believe 
the fact, when sho goes dashing and gallop- 
ing over tho prairio after an unruly steer, 
that Mrs. Rogers is on the shajy side of 50. 
Mrs. Rogers came to Neuces a long time ago 
with her husband, who was at the time a 
stock man of considerable means. When he 
had accumulated a herd of 40,000 fine cattle, 
more or less, the gentleman suddenly died. 
Gifted with rare business ability, his wife at 
once took charge of affairs, did her own buy- 
ing, selling and hiring, and in a very short 
time had doubled the commercial strength of 
her late husband's herd. 


A San Antonio gentleman tells the follow- 


ing story of his experience with a prominent 
cattle queen, who has her headquarters some- 
where in an earthly paradise in southwestern 
Texas. She was at the time alone in San An- 
tonio and stopping at one of the first class ho- 
tels. She gave her name to tho hotel clerk, 
but requested that it bo not placed ujoon the 
register, and that if any newspaper men camo 
to see her or inquired for her to say that she 
was "not in." 
"I have been awfully persecuted by those 


fellows," said sbo, "and ono of themevenhad 
tho cheek to Furreptttiously obtain my photo- 
graph and publish ti cut of it in The Phila- 
delphia Times. T won't see any of them, I 
tell you." 
Sho deposited in tho hotel safe a jewelry 


box containing diamonds, utc., valued at 
about §100,000. Her studded watch, brace- 
lots, rings, etc., were sparkling with jewels. 
Sho called at one of tho dry goods establish- 
ments and selected a dress pattern of terra 
cotta silk, style ottoman, with velvet trim- 
ming to match, at $34 per yard. Her ward- 
robe is as extensive as elegant, comprising in- 
numerpblo dresses, silk wrappers and wraps 
of all styles and shades imaginable. Tho only 
blight on her life is tho sting of divorce which 
hangs over her; but as the lady was purely 
right in this case, and shows her entire ability 
to take care of herself, tho world will be 
charitable in judging her. After a royal 
time, in which she spent more money than a 
dozen men would eai-n in a year, she boarded 
a train and sped south ward to tho ranch and 
range she calls home.

THE SOV'THEKN PACIFIC. 


Annual Report of the Directors-The 


Company In a Prosperous Condition. 


SAS FRANCISCO, May 10.—Tbe annual re- 


port oi tb>- Son hern Pacific Rail road Com- 
pany ior 1888 is issued. 
Tbis report is 


stated to be the most complete of aby ever is- 
sued. In the introduction the President 
and Directors c&ll attent'on to the fact that 
the capital slock, which in 1884 was fixed 
at $100 000,000, was increased in 1888 to 
$150,000,000. The total number of miles 
operated during the year, including the At- 
lactic system and leased lines, was 5,788— 
an increase of 246 miles for the year. The 
gross earnings from the railway and steam- 
ships reach a total of §46,669,000; the 
operating expenses amounted to §30,708,- 
000, leaving the net earnings for 1888 $15,- 
833.000. 


Jerome Madden, Land Agent of the 


Southern Pacific Railway Comoiny, reports 
169,419 acres sold for §450,50.,, Wm. H. 
Mills, Land Agent of the Central Pacific, 
states that 70,815 acres were sold daring 
the year for $208,3D3. 


A. N. Towne, Third Vice President and 


General Manager, in his fourth annual re- 
port, states that the company has entered 
npon an era of great 
prosperity, and that 


the vatiousindustries oi ths regions through 
which the roads ran have never been in bet- 
ter condition. There ara now 586 locomo- 
tivetin service. Train miles run during the 
yew were over 18,000,000. 


From the Sacramento Bee, oi Wednes- 


day, the JooBNii excerpts the annexed of 
the doings of a former ileno boy:

duction of the charge against him from 
burglary to petit larceny. He said that 
when a man is under the influence of 
morphine or afflicted with a craving fur it 
he is mentally irresponsible and will make 
any sacrifice. Jones talked with rare in- 
;eUigeuce. He did not deny the 
theft 


charged, but laid it all at the feet of the 
deadly drug. 


Judge Buckley said that if the story of 


the defendant was true it presented a de- 
plorable stole of fact*. 
Nearly every young 


:nan who has been brought iuto court of 
ate has pleaded morphine us an excuse 
'or crime. Jones was hclrl to await trial 
n the Superior Court. Notwithstanding 
Jones' smooth story he has a bad record. 
In Marysville he was arrested as a vagrant 
and in Auburn be was tried, but acquitted 
on a charge of passing counterfeit money. 


Joues bas also served two terms in the 


Nevada Penitentiary, oaoe from Reno and 
once iroin Virginia City. In the latter 
place he broke into a Chinese joss-house 
and stole a lot of implements of barbaric 
worship. 


THE USUAL 
WAY. 


The Carson Appeal tells how Mr. New- 


lands happened to locate at Reno, saying 


A few months ago Mr. Newlands, of San 


Francisco became BO delighted with Catson 
that he decided to settle here. 
Mr. New- 


lands is a gentleman of wealth and educa- 
tion and has a charming and accomplished 
wife who would have bteu a very desirable 
addition to Carson society. 


Mr. Newlands selected several houses 


which be wished to purchase, bat he would 
no sooner settle on one than some gabbling 
old hen, who was determined tbat this or 
that house should not be purchased, set 
such stories afloat tbat he would decide to 
try some other house. He finally decided 
to purchase the large stone house known 
as the Shrieves mansion, but no sooner 
did he fully decide on the purchase than it 
cance to his ears from a dozen directions 
that the house was damp and unhealthy, 
and he became disgusted and went to Reno 
•where he was well received and soon found 
a location. As long as a lot of lying, mali- 
cious, thick-headed people continue to run 
down Carson real estate, so long will in- 
vestors give this city a wide berth. 


Chae Chans Ping. 


Notwithstanding the faot that the United 


States Supreme Court has uffirtaeti the de- 
cision ot Judge Sawyer, of the United 
States Circait Court, in the Chae Chang 
Ping case and ordered the subject of the 
writ to ba remanded, no official steps have 
as yet been taken towaicl carrying out the 
order of the Court. 
Chae Chang Ping is 


still enjoying his liberty on American soil, 
bat where it is hard to answer. It is the 
general opinion about the United States 
Courts and Custom House that some little 
difficulty will be experienced in finding 
Cha» Chang Ping. It is believed that 
•boot ihe time his bonds are to be declared 
forfeited, some other Mongolian, resem- 
bling Chae Chang Ping, will ba produced, 
and sect back to China in his stead. 


The Sacramento Bee covers the situa- 


tion when it says: 


It is announced, quite as if it were a 


serious matter, that Chae Chang Ping 
cannot be found. It is feared, also, that 
when his case is called be will be repre- 
sented by some other Chinaman, who will 
be, shipped back to China in accordance 
with the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in Ping's cose. These, 
however, are affairs that concern Ping 
and his substitute alone. What the people 
of California have been contending for is a 
decision keeping ont Chinese, and we have, 
happily, got that. Whether Ping goes 
back himself, or whether some other 
Chinaman goes back in his stead, is a 
matter of very little import.
